Swabs  were  taken  from  the  throats  of  children 
attending  school  and  carriers  of  Diphtheria  bacilli  were 
detected. 

Two  schools  were  closed  for  a  day  for  disinfection 
on  account  of  Diphtheria. 

In  January  and  February  there  were  four  notifica¬ 
tions  of  Abdominal  Tuberculosis  in  children  belonging 
to  the  district.  In  connection  with  this  the  Dairies, 
Cowsheds  and  Milk  Supply  received  particular  attention 
which  was  continued  throughout  the  year.  Difficulty 
was  experienced  in  the  control  of  diseased  cows. 

Information  was  circulated  on  the  danger  of  flies 
and  the  means  of  prevention.  Flies  are  in  direct  pro¬ 
portion  to  accumulations  of  night  soil  and  house  refuse 
and  public  scavenging  is  urgently  required.  By  your 
request  your  Surveyor  is  preparing  a  report  on  Public 
Scavenging. 

One  smallpox  contact  cases  was  notified  and  kept 
under  observation  during  quarantine. 

After  Diphtheria  care  is  taken  to  get  a  negative 
swab  before  the  child  is  allowed  to  return  to  school. 

All  infected  houses  were  disinfected  on  the  termi¬ 
nation  of  the  illness  or  removal  of  patient  to  hospital. 
The  homes  of  Tuberculosis  patients  were  disinfected  on 
removal  to  sanatorium  or  after  a  death. 

Some  friction  arose  over  the  supervision  of  infec¬ 
tious  disease  in  private  schools.  This  would  be  avoided 
by  the  adoption  of  Part  IV.  (Infectious  Diseases)  of  the 
Public  Health  (Amendment)  Act,  1907. 

An  extension  of  surface  water  drain  from  Steeple 
Grange  was  under  construction  at  the  end  of  the  y

During  the  drought  attention  was  paid  to  localities 
within  the  district  not  supplied  by  the  Council’s 
springs. 

Upper  Bole  Hill.  On  21st  June  a  scheme  was  pre¬ 
pared  to  supply  water  to  the  houses  on  the  top  road  at 
a  cost  of  £215.  The  land  of  the  proposed  site  was  pur¬ 
chased  when  the  work  was  suspended. 

Rise  End.  Well  (with  pump)  in  the  limestone. 
This  ran  dry  11th  July,  and  water  was  carted  by  the 
Council. 

Godfrey  Hole.  Well  in  the  limestone;  supply  suffi¬ 
cient  for  human  consumption. 

Homesford.  Spring  from  millstone  grit  by  road¬ 
side.  Collecting  tank  constructed  and  a  service  lir. 
pipe  conveyed  to  a  relief  tank  which  supplies  the 
houses  at  Homesford.

The  Sanitary  Inspector  estimates  that  there  are 
550  privy  middens  and  449  water  closets.

I  have  the  honour  of  submitting  to  you  my  First 
Annual  Report,  showing  the  general  character  of  the 
various  works  executed  in  my  department  since  I  took 
up  the  duties  of  Sanitary  and  Housing  Inspector  to 
your  Council  in  February,  1921. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

(Notification  and  Prevention  Acts,  1889  &  1890.) 

Seventeen  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  have  been 
notified  to  me  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  as 
shown  hereunder: —

Seven  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  have  also 
been  notified  for  disinfection  (4  deaths  and  3  removals 
to  sanatorium).  Immediately  notification  was  received 
I  paid  a  visit  to  the  infected  premises  for  the  purpose 
of  ascertaining  the  necessary  particulars  of  the  case, 
and  to  trace  if  possible  any  source  of  infection.  Each 
case  of  disease  was  immediately  conveyed  to  the  Isola¬ 
tion  Hospital,  Heage,  for  treatment.  Immediately  the 
patients  had  been  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital, 
the  infected  rooms  were  disinfected,  the  clothing  and 
rooms  afterwards  being  thoroughly  washed  and 
cleansed,  liquid  disinfectants  and  soap  being  supplied 
free  by  your  Council  for  these  purposes. 

SANITARY  IMPROVEMENTS. 

(Public  Health  Acts,  1875—1907.) 

One  hundred  and  thirteen  visits  have  been  paid  to 
supervise  the  work  in  connection  with  drainage  and 
sanitary  improvements  which  have  been  carried  out  in 
various  parts  of  the  district. 

New  drains,  etc.,  have  been  laid  as  shown  here¬ 
under  and  each  pipe,  fitting,  etc.,  has  been  approved  by 
myself  prior  to  the  trenches  being  filled  in. 
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104yds.  6in.  Salt  Glazed  Stoneware  Drainpipes. 

345yds.  4in. 

25  Inspection  Chambers. 

13  Yard  Gullies. 

Three  additional  water  closets  have  been  built,  and 
Privies  have  been  converted  into  water  closets  at 
numbers  4,  5,  6,  7,  8  and  9  Thorntree  Cottages,  17,  19, 
21,  23  and  25  West  End,  6,  7  and  8  Churchyard,  11  and 
12,  Cavendish  Cottages,  and  1  at  Gorsey  Bank.  I 
estimate  the  numbers  of  Privy  Middens  in  the  district 
as  550,  and  the  number  of  water  closets  449,  together 
with  a  few  pail  closets.

NOTICES. 

One  hundred  and  eight  preliminary  notices  have 
been' served  in  connection  with  419  nuisances,  and  16 
Statutory  Notices  in  connection  with  55  nuisances.  In 
addition  447  letters  have  been  written  in  connection 
with  the  above  notices  and  other  matters  coming  under 
the  Sanitary  Department. 


SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

There  are  six  slaughter-houses  on  the  register, 
and  of  this  number  three  are  used  for  the  slaughtering 
of  cattle  and  sheep,  and  three  for  the  slaughtering  of 
pigs. 

Four  of  the  slaughter-houses  are  in  close  proximity 
to  the  adjoining  houses,  otherwise  from  a  structural 
point  they  are  all  in  a  fairly  good  state  of  repair,  being 
well  lighted  and  ventilated  and  having  good  floors  and 
drainage  for  carrying  the  water  therefrom. 

During  the  year  24  visits  have  been  paid  to  these 
premises  which  are  well  conducted  and  kept  in  as 
cleanly  a  state  as  the  nature  of  the  work  permits. 
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COMMON  LODGING-HOUSE. 

The  Common  Lodging-house  is  situated  at  No.  16 
Greenhill,  the  licensed  keeper  being  Mr.  George  Smith. 
Twenty-seven  inspections  have  been  made  of  this  house 
at  different  hours  of  the  day,  and  upon  each  occasion 
it  has  been  found  to  be  well  conducted  and  kept  in  a 
cleanly  state.  Sundry  repairs  have  been  required  and 
these  have  been  executed  to  my  satisfaction. 

The  licence  of  the  Keeper  is  issued  for  a  provisional 
period  of  three  months  only  and  is  renewed  at  the  ex¬ 
piration  of  each  such  period. 

INSPECTION  OF  HOUSES  UNDER  THE  HOUSING 

AND  TOWN  PLANNING  ACTS,  1909—1919. 

Ninety-nine  houses  have  been  inspected  as  follows  : 
80  at  Wirks  worth,  7  at  Gorsey  Bank,  2  at  Rise  End,  2 
at  Godfreyhole,  5  at  Bolehill  and  Steeple  Grange,  and 
3  at  Homesford.  I  have  adopted  the  Card  system  of 
keeping  the  records  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Health 
of  the  houses  inspected. 

The  sanitary  defects  revealed  in  the  houses  in¬ 
spected  were  numerous,  the  following  being  a  few : 
houses  with  badly  lighted  and  ventilated  sleeping  and 
living  rooms,  defective  drainage,  spoutings,  fall  pipes, 
yard  pavings,  living  and  bedroom  floors,  defective  plas¬ 
tering  on  walls  and  ceilings,  doors  without  fastenings, 
windows  made  not  to  open.  Also  the  keeping  of 
animals  and  poultry  under  insanitary  conditions. 

The  water  supply  to  a  large  number  of  houses  is 
fixed  outside  the  house  and  in  a  many  cases  a  consider¬ 
able  distance  from  the  premises.  There  is  an  equiva¬ 
lent  number  of  houses  without  a  sink  of  any  descrip¬ 
tion  and  a  still  larger  number  with  the  very  insanitary 
gritstone  slop-stones.  The  slop  water  from  these 
houses  has  to  be  conveyed  outside  and  emptied  into  a 
gulley.  In  the  vicinity  of  Dale  and  Greenhill,  and  in 
other  quarters  of  the  town  this  is  done  to  an  extent 
that  is  detrimental  to  the  health  of  the  inhabitants,  for 
not  only  is  there  no  inside  water  supply  or  sink,  there 
is  no  outside  gulley  either,  and  refuse  matter  is  con¬ 
veyed  and  discharged  into,  the  nearest  street  gulley, 
which  is  a  highly  insanitary  practice  in  addition  to 
being  a  nuisance. 

Under  Section  17  and  18  of  the  Housing  and  Town 
Planning  Act  of  1909,  one  house  has  been  closed  with-

out  representation  having  been  made  to  your  Council, 
namely  No.  15,  Greenhill.  This  house  has  not  yet  been 
put  into  a  fit  state  of  repair. 

A  summary  of  the  work  executed  under  the  various 
Housing  Acts  will  be  found  included  in  the  annual 
report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

MARKETS. 

I  have  paid  42  visits  to  the  markets  held  on  Tues¬ 
day  afternoons,  and  the  Fairs  held  on  Shrove  Tuesday, 
Easter  Tuesday,  3rd  May,  12th  July,  13th  September, 
and  the  15th  November,  and  have  inspected  the  meat, 
fish,  fruit,  vegetables  and  other  foods  offered  for  sale, 
the  class  of  which  compares  very  favourable  with  that 
sold  in  markets  of  a  similar  character.  About  4  cwt. 
decayed  Apples  were  voluntarily  surrendered. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  &  MILKSHOPS. 

(Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  Order,  1885). 

There  are  42  cowsheds  and  milkshops  on  the 
register.  Shortly  after  my  appointment  I  called  the 
attention  of  your  Council  to  the  unsatisfactory  state  of 
some  of  the  cowsheds.  Such  report  was  occasioned  by 
the  ignorance  of  the  Cow-keepers,  etc.,  as  to  the  Local 
Bye-Laws,  and  of  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops 
Order  of  1885.  Consequent  upon  my  action  in  the 
matter,  your  Council  caused  to  be  printed  and  circu¬ 
lated  to  all  Cow-keepers,  Dairymen  and  Purveyors  of 
Milk  within  the  Urban  District  copies  of  the  Regulations 
with  respect  to  the  Order  of  1885,  and  the  Contagious 
Diseases  (Animals)  Acts,  1886,  which  were  made  by 
the  Council  on  the  28th  August,  1899.  At  the  same 
time  a  list  of  Cow-shed  Rules  was  compiled  by  myself 
and  forwarded  to  each  of  the  aforesaid  cow-keepers, 
etc.,  with  a  request  that  such  rules  should  be  hung 
within  the  cowshed  for  reference.  Some  of  the  cow¬ 
sheds  inspected  were  found  to  be  badly  lighted  and  ven¬ 
tilated,  without  division  stalls  and  means  of  drainage. 
In  several  cases  the  floors  were  defective,  being  badly 
and  unevenly  laid,  and  in  some  instances  constructed  of 
a  porous  material.  Some  were  without  dung  channels 
for  carrying  away  liquid  matter  therefrom.  The  dis¬ 
posal  of  the  manure  leaves  much  to  be  desired,  for  in 
many  cases  it  was  deposited  outside  in  very  close 
proximity  to  the  entrance  of  the  cowshed. 
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Letters  and  notices  were  sent  to  the  owners  and 
occupiers  of  cowsheds  not  complying  with  the  regula¬ 
tions  in  force  in  the  district  and  the  following  is  a  sum¬ 
mary  of  the  defects  remedied  : —

In  the  majority  of  cases  the  milk  is  sent  wholesale 
to  London  and  to  a  local  firm  of  milk  condensers,  the 
remainder  being  disposed  of  locally  by  retail.  I  am 
giving  careful  attention  to  the  supervision  of  the  milk 
supply,  which  is  an  important  work  and  I  am  endea¬ 
vouring  to  get  a  clean  and  pure  milk  supplied  to  the 
public. 

On  Dec.  19th  I  again  drew  your  Council’s  attention 
to  the  fact  that  there  were  numerous  people  in  the  dis¬ 
trict  carrying  on  the  trade  of  Cow-keeper,  etc.,  who 
were  not  registered,  and  by  public  notice  on  the  30th 
December,  your  Council  required  the  registration  and 
re-registration  of  all  Cow-keepers,  Dairymen  and  Pur¬ 
veyors  of  Milk  in  accordance  with  Article  6  of  the 
Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  Order  of  1885.  At 
the  same  time  I  was  appointed  by  your  Council  as  In¬ 
spector  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act  1875.  I 
am  hoping  in  the  future  to  submit  samples  of  milk  for 
examination  m  my  capacity  in  this  direction,  which  by 
not  only  protecting  the  public  from  inferior  quality  milk 
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supplies,  will  keep  the  producer  well  informed  as  to  the 
quality  of  milk  yielded  by  his  cows. 

Under  the  Order  of  1885  it  would  appear  that  Pur¬ 
veyors  of  Milk,  etc.,  who  sell  their  milk  wholesale  are 
not  required  to  be  registered  in  accordance  with  their 
occupation,  but  immediately  the  Dairies  and  Milk  (Con¬ 
solidation)  Act,  1915,  becomes  operative,  apparently  all 
Purveyors  of  Milk,  whether  sellers  of  milk  wholesale 
or  retail,  will  be  required  to  be  so  registered  under  Sec¬ 
tion  19  (1)  of  the  said  Act. 

FRIED  FISH  SHOPS. 

There  are  four  Fried  Fish  Shops  in  the  district, 
but  I  have  received  no  complaints  from  persons  living 
in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  shops  of  any  nuisances 
arising  therefrom,  or  of  offensive  smells  causing  annoy¬ 
ance. 

FACTORIES,  WORKSHOP  &  BAKEHOUSES. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  Factories, 
Workshops  and  Bakehouses  on  the  register  in  your  dis¬ 
trict.  They  are  entered  in  a  register  provided  for  the 
purpose  and  kept  up-to-date.  During  the  year  I  have 
made  42  inspections  of  the  various  works  and  premises 
and  a  number  of  nuisances  as  delineated  hereunder 
have  been  abated.
